New Zealand’s Reply to P^dnusm. 

By ALLAN L BENSON

Of tile conditions that existed in the colony prior to 1890, this 
nuy Ik- said: Nobody had a ri/fki to work. The opportunity to work 
was iKit .Ji i nel h t ng to be demanded as a right, but ratlier something 
to be si'-.ight as a privilege. In othcr^ words, a few individuals 
owiH'd all of the bind ami inadiinery, and since no one can work with¬ 
out land 'or machinery, it he.-anie necessary for everj-one to go to 
the inniers of land and machi-icry and ask for the privilege of woi-k- 
ing. Naturally, the owners ot tlie land and machinery hired only 
tlHisc wlio would work for the lowest wages, and since there was al¬ 
ways a large army of unemployed persons who were willing to work 
for wages that represented only a bare living, those who worked 
were compelletl to accept the same wages or make way for tlie un¬ 
employed. 

This inability of the population to labor without giving to Uie capi- 
lalists all of the product except that which was necessary to sup- 
l>ort the laborers am) their families, naturally reduced the laborers 
111 i«ivvrty. Yet the laborers, in the lieginning, did not realize lliat 
there was anytliing prejudiciai to the>r own interests in permitting a 
few men to iiwn tlie land upon wiiicli all must live aud work—at 
Iea.'t. they did not interfere with the capitalist governments who 
were giving a few capitalists an opportunity to secure the bulk of 
the land, 'fhey looked upon llic land question as most .'\mcric->ns look 
uixm the ijuestion of the ownersliip of the railroads, factories and 
other machinery willi whidi A.-^icrican laborers, who are not farmers, 
must work. They .saw nothing dangerous in the principle of per- 
mtUing a lew individuals to own both tlie land and the iiiacliiiicry— 
just a- most Aincrican.!, to this day, fail to sec the danger of pcrniitl- 
ing a few to own the tools that must lie used by all. 

.So the great capitalists had little difficulty in getting tlie land. 
The first form of exploitation was to buy big tracts of land from the 
lativc.- for .small sums ami sell farms to settlers at greatly in¬ 
creased prices. The New Zealand Land Company obtained a clurter 
from the British government in the early '40’! to engage in this sort 
of s’|ieculation. This company bought a vast tract of the natives 
for S,(,!;.ooo, and then began to bring over settlers, from Europe 
to buy the 4and. To the first group of settlers, the company 
sold ont-iwo-hiindreth part of the land it claimed to have bought 
from the natives, for $500,000. Even the government sold the public 
lands freely, without taking adequate precaution to prevent thi .1 
from f.'illing into the bands of speculators. I.'apiulists la-nt on es- 
ublisbiiig a cokiiiial aristocracy, also bought the holdings of .small 
settlers. 

“By i8qo,'’ says Prof. Parsons, in his ‘‘Story of .Vew Zealand," 
more than 80 per cent of the people liad no land. Only 14 per cent 
of tlie white [lopulation were landlords, while one per cent of the 
landowmers [losscssed 40 per cent of tlie realty values. Six compan¬ 
ies having estates of 150,000 acres or more each, held 1,321,000 acres 
of real projicrty worth $i3,(XX),ooo**** .Sixteen hundred and fifteen 
land holders liad 18,cxx>,000 acres; 107 persons owned land of the 
value of $3S3XXJ,otx>, and 11 holders had land wortli Sz4floo,coo. This 
ill a nation of 626,000 people with only $4504XX>,ooo of realty, land 
biiililiiigs and improvements all tdd." 

Such conditions inevitably produced jioverty. The people cried 
for relief. No one seemed to suspect, however, that the ownership 
by a lew of the land and machinery had anything to do witli tlie 
poverty. So looking for a remedy for tlie situ|(tion, no one suggest¬ 
ed that the people should take over the ownership of all the land 
and machinery. On the contrary, the New Zealanders ap¬ 
proached the 'tolution of the subject in much the same manner that 
we .Americans are now trjfing to solve our economic problems. There 
was a popular demand for the government ownership of certain 
public utilities. 

Hopefully the New Zealanders went to work to bring about these 
relornis. Government ownership of a few public utilities was tlie 
tiling. The land and the factories miglit still remain the property 
of a few individuals, but the govemment must own the "public 
utilities"—that would end all the distress. And this the New Zea¬ 
landers believed—just as many Americans now believe that the gov¬ 
ernment ownership of the railroads,and a few gas plants, street car 
lines, etc., will settle our troubles. Yet nobody in New Zealand at 
that time said a word about the public ownership of tbe government 
—the massing of the tabor vote of and county to control the gov¬ 
ernment, On this point there was silence—^jiist as there is silence on 
this (mint in this country today wherever exploiters gather. The 
New Zealanders did not txither themselves about owning the govern¬ 
ment, but they wanted to own the realwayt, and the wealth-makers 
coniiiuird to fight each other at the polls—just as .American wealth- 
nukers have kmg done and are still doing. 

I'nt the principle of the ownership, by a capitalist government, 
of a few public utilities made progieis. The first step in this direc¬ 
tion was an ordinance drafted by Gov. Robson in 1842, which gave 
New Zealand cities the right to light their own streets. In 1872 was 
ussed an act giving the munidpabties the right, after a favon^e re- 
Kreniliiin, to acquire tbe title to their street railway tracks, thoi^ 
the right to operate tbe cars was not conferred until 1886. 'Ine 
foverniiicnt took over the ownership of the telegraph lines in 1865. 
Postal savings banks, for which we An^ricant have long been clamor¬ 
ing Uit liave not yet'Obtained, were establislicd the same year. In 1870, 
Sir Julius Vtgel, treasurer of the rokxir, proposed an ambitio<js 
scheme to spend $50,000,000 during the ne.xt 10 years in tla- build- 
it^ (if railAnds, tele^phs, water works and other public works. 
I'l'liere was only 46 miles of railroad in the colony, and better trans- 
ixirtiiiion facilities were aorcly ntscded, but the plan was nevertheless 
|up(Kied—by the capitalists One of the opposition leaders in pat- 
SSiinetit calkd the bill a “moi^rous bubble’’ and (declared that if 
passed, it would bankrupt the cokmy. Yet notwithstanding the fact 
tliat the appremriatioo of $502100,000 was as much for a tittle colony 
of 25,ocx} populatiea aa twenty billions would be for the United States, 
the bill was pstssed, and tbe railroads svere built. Several private cor- 
ixiratkmt afterwartl built railroads, but alt but two of thcM privately 
owned concerns have gone ont of existance. Prof. Parsons says in 
his lioijk that after an eimricnce of 35 years, nobody in New Zea¬ 
land would be in favor of going back to the private ownership of ra3- 
ruad.s. 

In 1870 the government also established a life insurance depart¬ 
ment, in competitkn with the private companies that were operating 
fn the colony. This department has since gained the confidence of tlie 
|ieoplc to such an extent that in 1906 it has in force more insurance 
than all of its three compctiXirt, two of which are American companies. 
The govemment msuraoce rates are somewhat lower than the rates 
of the private couqianies and the dividends paid to policy holders is 
larger. The govermpent als) has a fire insurance department whkdi 
is cqvally successful 

In 1884. tbe government took over tbe ownership of the telephone 
lines, in 1887, a piucel post wcj established, which charges less than 
talf what the American express companies charge for carrying 
packages. 

.Americans will recognize in the foregoing r'formlegiilation.many 
measures that American politicians assure os wdl most certainly re¬ 
move oU of the economic wrongs from which we are suffering.' But 
the fact remains that New Zaland had had fmvernmait ownership 
of railroads for 20 yca'i when, in 18^, the emony was in such pov¬ 
erty that the people were fleeing from it as if from a plague. Munid- 
pal ownersliip of public utilities had been for yeers an ac-xinqilished 
fact, only to demonstrate as it has in Li-m^gd. Glasgow, and other 
Euro|)ean cities that, of itself, municipal ownerUup can do very litUe 
toward making the people prosperous. In shoiT New Zealand had 
thoroughly tried out every so-called important remedial law that is 
now being urged as a positive cure for similar economic diseases here 
in the United States, when thedeepest distress of the colony’s ex¬ 
istence overtook it in 1890. 

Tliis completes the survey of the New Zealand laws that existed 
prior to 1^ concerning the ownership of land and the machincty 
6t production, as well as of the laws not touching broadir eith^. 
land or machinery that were enacted to improve the economic condi¬ 
tion of the wealth-producers— and that failed even to stem the tide 
of ads-ersity that was setting so strongly against lalxir. At this point 
in the history of the colony, the wage-workers in the cities and the 
fanners united at the batlot box and gained contnd of tlw goveminent 
This done, the wealth-producers were in a positiaii to make tfa^ own 
laws.. JHus they did. And since the laws thns passed have in 15 
ye^ Irgnsfonned the cokny from an economic piague-spot into the 
moit'pratfcroas countty in tbe world, it become s of importance to 
ascdrtwi wfaid were those lawa.

dition, to pay foi overtime, and in tlie event o# at di^rccmciit ove-- 
wages or anything -Ise that would lead to a strike vil the I'liilcd States, 
both sides were comp,'lled to submit to arlfitratibH by a gos-emment 
tribunal. ‘ ■ ' 

But New Zealand has graiqilcd with the lafid .troWeni more scri- 
ousiy tlian she lias the machinery prohlem. Slic has sought and 
is still seeking to restore tin- land to tlie |woptt‘.; Jler course has not 
been marked by any consistency of mctlKxl, bM^se slie lias not fol¬ 
lowed aqy incthiMl to the exclusion of ail other metlKaU. Tlie first 
step was to inqiose a progressive tax uiion llie great landlords, in¬ 
creasing rapidly with tlie size (>f tlie estate, wttli a |»r(ivision for 
an extraordnary tax uixni the Iwddings of ail non-resident owners. 
This tax, as it was intended tliat it slxmld he, soon becaiix so Inirdcn- 
some tliat many of llie large landkirds offered tlieir tioldings for 
sale. Another law was enacted giving llie govcnlnieiit the |xnver to

large cstatc.s are constantly Iieiiig broken up. The land .again in the 
possession of the government, it is being placed at the dis|M>sal of the 
people. The gwemnicnt will sell tlie land outright, it de.sircd, a 
limitation being placed upon the amruint tliat any one jicrson may 
hold, the limit depending upon the qiialitiy of the land. Thic was tlie 
plan at first adopted, and it is still in practice to .some extent, al- 
tliough the govcrnincitt.is now try ing 10 discourage the holding of 
land hy deed even by actual settlers. It prefers to di.s)iose of the 
land cither on a short term lcaa.se. with tlie privilege of hiiyingsit the 
end of 25 years, or to lease it for i//; years, the ten.nit laying a ren¬ 
tal of 4 |icr cent of the actual value of the land, exclusive of all im¬ 
provements. And as the average farming land can be Ijoiight for'SS 
an acre, the annual rental for 5«( acre.s of land amounts only to 
$i(X). It is now the ixdicy of tlic government to encourage the le^- 
iug of land for 999 years, iKX-ause it rccognizeit the dangerous prin¬ 
ciple involved in jieriiiitting anyUoIy to obtain tlie actual oiviiershqi of 
li fixjt of the soil, because ownership involves the light to sell the 
land to another, and thus the dofir is opened to the acaiinulation of 
la'^gc estates. The government is therefore breaking up the langc 
estates as rapidly as possible, obtaining the title to these hands and 
leasing in practical pcqictuify to settler.'-. One estate of S5,fx» .acres, 
which was formerly owned by one man, and ii|K)n which only 8c <mi- 
ployees lived, now .ifforils hoimei for 380 families, or attmn 1,500 jwr- 
sons. The gtjvcrnmcnt borrows money abn>ad at .a low rate of in¬ 
terest and lends it to the farmers at 5 iicr cent, shai-ing this to 4I i 
t>cr cent provided the interest he jiaid promptly. I’rinr to this in¬ 
novation on the iiart of the government, farmers were comi>clled to 
jiay 8 and 10 per cent to private Kankers. I^aans a'c also made to 
workingmen on the .same terms, cn freehold t»r Icasciiold security. The 
farmers and wage-workers thus save alxaut S62»o.'*->'> ^ ’f* 

tcrcst. 1‘rof. Parsons savs tliat a similar .saving in the riiiled States, 
in proiKirtioii to jKipubtion would amount to $ 6 oQ,rxx),'XXi a year. 

That is the way the government is grappling with the land

Some Trust Legislation. 

.\fter more than two weeks’ dir 
cusskm, during winch tync those 
taking jart to^ every oppoittmitv 
to assure each'othcr of their faitii 
in the lionesty of .pnrpose of both 
the advocates and opponents of the 
measure, while at tne same time 
politely branding each other as 
liars, tile Phillipine tariff bill has 
passed the bouse of representatives 
at WasliingtOn. 

Dnriiig the consideration of this 
measure, the newspapers of the 
country, wi>ix>ut much regard for 
’ party iines, have had very little to 
tay about h. Not becauM the bill 
is considered an Uflimportant one, 
but because the “conspiracy of sil¬ 
ence’’ best suits the purpose of the 
particular interests which will be 
Lenefiteti thereby. — 

The effect of the bill will be to 
create absolute free trade in the 
markets of the United States for 
all PhiUyiinc products eacept sugar 
and tobacco, which are to pay 25 
per cent of the Dingley rates nntfl 
April It, 1909. wheii those products 
will also be placed on the free list 
In consideration of these concess¬ 
ions, the United States are to have 
4 he privilege of importing into the 
Philtpines their sn^r and tobacco 
witliwt paying duty thereon, and 
after A|^ it, 1909, all exports 
from the United States into the 
Phillipine Islands are to be free of 
duty. 

'The advocates of this measure 
have been displaying a remarkable 
degree of soudhide for the wel- 
fan of the iniiptnoa, claiming that 
ks intention is to create a market 
for Fillipino prodnets. At the same 
thnedt is urged that it'will open up 
■ocu a vast market for die products 
of An^ican Labor that the bene- 
. fits to derived -^refroni will be 
almdsfincaTcuhnile. 

Thr op p ane tiB Of"the bill have 
seetn^ utterly unable to compre¬ 
hend its ^popei with the result that 
dieir -ar^imcnts were imUormly 
weak. 

The battle is between the sugar 
hnd tobacco tnwta on the one hand 
and the Several interests-eiypged in 
the growing of tobacco^ angar-cane 
and Migar-Vets, and tbdr allied 
dnstries, on 'the other hand.

Feu, sonic time the sugar and to¬ 
bacco trusts had been looking for 
new i^ds for exph^don and 
<he.ni»er raw materials. ‘The co- 
opcriliiin (or control) of the gov- 
crimient was necessary to the 
furtherance of their do^ ‘ The 
cruelly of Spanish rule^^ia Cuba 
furnished a splendid oppprtnaily 
to play uiwn the patriotism of the 
people. The entire machinery of 
government was brought into play, 
and the whole war program^ was 
carried out with the enthusiastic 
support of press and people. The 
bill that has just passed the house 
of representatives *s but another in¬ 
cident in the plot—and a most im¬ 
portant one. ’ITicre is not the slight¬ 
est doubt that this bill will be con¬ 
curred in by the senate and signril 
by the president, and thus another 
“cunnini;” scheme will be “shack¬ 
led.’’ ♦ 

It hk.; been claimed by advocates 
of this bill that the only crops which 
can be successfully raised in the' 
Phillipincs are sugar-cane and to¬ 
bacco. This claim is refuted, how¬ 
ever, by no less an authority than 
Mr. J. Sanger, the director of 
the Phillipine census, who says that 
“Much ot the land covered by for¬ 
ests is of CTeat richness, and if 
cleared would be capable of a very 
high degree of cultivation.’” 

One of the opponents of the bill 
had this to say: “I can not vote for 
a bill which, while clau.iing'to be in 
fatherly interest of the Filipinos, 
and framed on the assumption that 
they are the wards of this people, 
undertakes to do what this bill will 
do—deliver the hlands wholly into 
the hands of the sugar and tobacco 
trusts for exploitation.” 1 

Hie claim that this bill will be 
of material benefit to the Fitipinos 
is intended to hide its real intent 
The sugar and tobacco trusts are 
after the cheap raw materials and 
the cheap labor to be found in the 
islandsr The Filipino,will be fur¬ 
nished with a market for both his 
labor and his raw materials—^but 
the trusts will name the terms. As 
an example of the correctness of 
this assertion, it is said that since 
the reduction of the tariff on sugar 
from Cuba the profits of the trust 
have been increased more than $6,* 
000,000 arniually. 

'Fhc sugar trust is more or less 
interested in the beet sugar indus^ 
throughout the country, but its 
holdings are so small that it can 
well afford to sacrifice them for the 
immensely larger profits to be de¬ 
rived from exploiting the Pbilli- 
pine Island. It is claimed that one 
of the prime motives in buying up 
a number of the beet-sugar plants 
in different sections of tlm country 
was to silence opposition to the 
Pliillipine tariff bill. 

The efifecto of this bDl for the 
first three years of its operation will 
probably be confined to the tobacco, 
beet-sugar and sugar-cane grower^ 
as sugar, tobacco and ben^ are the 
onfy coniunodides of export, from 
Ac Phillinines at the present dme. 
n is possible that it ma^ be some 
dme before the oonipetidon from 
the PUllipine Islands will be felt 
by our American farmers, for die 
reas4)n that the Fitiphir> methods of 
agriculture are at Resent very 
crude. Aut the sugar trust has an 
ert hi the future, uid the fact that 
tM demand for the present tariff- 
bOl came from die present pro- 
visionai government of the islands 
is suffidant evidence that it is pre¬ 
pared to bq^ a systematic ex- 
plohation of the islands at the ear¬ 
liest possible moment 
The tobacco and sugar growers 
will not be the only ones affected, 

wtxnw W HCM WH 
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however. As before stated, the or- 
nnized workers in at least two in¬ 
dustries (and perhaps in many 
more, will be most seriously affected 
by die operation of thsi bill. As 
soon as the tariff bars are ail taken 
down, the tobacco workers and 
cigar makers will find themselves 
brought into con^iidon with the 
cheap Filip'no labor. This will 
mean the probable annihilation of 
dicir organizations. 

Ere many moons Cuba will cither 
be admitted as a state of the union 
or it will be granted tariff conces¬ 
sions similar to those obtained by 
the Filipinos, unless the effects of 
the Phillipine tariff slionld prove 
so disastrous as to head on this 
part of tiie program. 

All the talk about the United 
States disposing of the Phillipine 
islands to Japan or some otlier 
foreign power is but one of the 
various means adopted by the great 
capitalistic interests to pull the wool 
over the eyes of the people and k^ 
it there. 'The-claim that it is im¬ 
possible to pyocure sufficient farm 
help, on accoimt of the habitual lazi- 
•ness of the natives, is another fav¬ 
orite fiction, and one which has 
been explod^ over and over again. 

All in an. it looks as if organized 
labor and the farmers of this 
country hai'c much to learn from 
the methods of the trusts, and no 
time should be lost in the learning.
